THE CRISIS IN BRITAIN 


(Ottawa Free Press.) 

The House of Commons at West- 
minster have finally passed the Fin- 
ance bill by a great majority, after 
!a record fight, the question arises as 
“to what will happen in the House of 
Lords. 
| Will the Peers dare to reject the 
| vin which goes up to them with so 
emphatic an endorsement by the re- 
| presentatives of the people ? 

This question must be, and will be 
solved before the close of the present 
month, and upon its decision may de- 
pond many things, but chiefly the 
future of the House of Lords in the 
constitutional system of the Hmpire. 
It is beyond the question to assert 
as do some of the opponents of the 
Lloyd-George budget, that the issue 
before the United Kingdom 1s Oon- 
| stitutionalism vs. Socialism. 

The question is really the powen of 
the people or the power of the Peers. 

There is no comparison ‘between the 
present situation and that when the 
Irish Home Rule Bill was sent to the 
Lords by Mr. Gladstone. ‘Then the 
Lords may have had a constitutional 
excuse. No such excuse is available 
to-day. 

‘The issue is plain; Shall the peop- 
le control their rights of taxation or 
shall those rights be subject to vote 
by the House of Lords? No middle 
course is open. ‘The Lords must eith- 
er take the Finance bill or leave ii 
No opportunity is open for a confer- 
ence, as has been the case in other 
disputes, because it is a question of 
taxation, and no one denies that the 
Peers have no right to interfere with 
@ taxatian or a revenue bill. 

There was a time when the Houso 
of Lords chose its ground for battle 
with the Commons wisely. Such o 
case was when Mr, Gladstone in 1984 
sent its reform bill up to the Lords 
to have it rejected. Then the Upper 
House was within its constitutional 
rights, 

But today if they destroy a bud- 
get endorsed by a majority of 230 in 
the House of Commons, they will not 
only flout a constitutional principal 
observed during threa centuries, but, 
as their chief grieyanco is that their 
personal interests are affected, they 
will have the misfortune of fighting 
under the inspiration of personal mo- 
tives and will have to answer there- 
fore to the verdict of the masses of 
the British electorate.

perform the operation of hari-kari, 
but we doubt it. We have eoo much 
confidence in the good common senso 
of Lord Lansdowne, the “real pow- 
er'’ in the chamber of privilege,

THE DUTY OF A NEWSPAPER 


The decision of an American judge 
fn dismissing an action brought a- 
gainst one of the prominent nowspa- 


pers of the United States has jrousht 


up the question of the duties and pri- 
vileges of a newspaper, and the Mail 
and Dmpire recently drew attention 
to a few authorities on the subject, 
who point to facts which are not gen- 
erally known by the great majority 
of the reading public. The general 
impression seems to be that it is the 
sole duty of the press to record facta, 
and to allow ‘the public to draw their 
owa Inferences. This, however, is not 
the case, as it is quite within the 
the scope of the newspaper to ‘‘com- 


, ment upon the facts and draw the in- 


ferences for the people.’ A newspa- 
per's plea of privilege in a Ubel ac- 
tion wus well defined by an Wnglish 
Judge when he said that the defendant 
“shall act honestly in the discharge 
of some duty which the law recogniz- 
es, and shall not bo prompted by a 
desire to injure the person who is af- 
fected by bis act.’’ 

From this it is deducted that a 
newspaper is quite within its scope 
in drawing conclusions from the facts

pongd in Montreal betrays the exist- 

ence of a spirit which should not be 

encouraged by weak and foolish offi-

a murderer into a spectacle for the 
gruesome ontertainment of a crowd 
of men of whose confessed appetite 
for such sight-seeing the country will 
he ashamed. !

MR. A. 0. HOGG 
ON LOCAL OPTION 


The following letter from Mr. A, 
O. Hogg, accepting an invitation to 
speak in Lindsay, is interesting as 


coming from a gentleman. who is 
well known in thib district: 

Yours 18th noted, Will tey and ar- 
range to be at your meeting, Dec. 
14th, presume it will be in the even- 
ing, so can arrange to go to Oak- 
wood, as I frequently run down, 
then stay over night in Lindsay. 

Since living here and travelling 
about considerably, am more strong- 
ly convinced than ever of the awful 
evil of alcohol, especially open bars, 
and the utter foolishness of any 
live business man deluding himself 
with the idea, that because men stop 
spending money in liquor, they and 
their families will have less money 
to spend for necessaries and luxur- 
ies. The facts prove the opposite, 
and it is being practically demon- 
strated, eyen in the small village of 
Oakwood, a harder proposition to 
handle than a town, Wellington, 
Owen Sound, Midland and other plac- 
es, that good hotels, hotels in the 
proper sense of the word, quict clean 
houses for the accommodation of the 
travelling public, can and are being 
succeasfully conducted, with credit to 
the places they are in, and quite the 
equal at least of other hotels in 
similar sized places, where licenses 
are held. Is it not only fair, that 
the town of Lindsay should now 
say, ‘no more licenses to sell li- 
quor ither » in bars or in shops,” 
oth for the sake of many who have 
an uncontrollable appetite for drink 
in the town, and not to make local 
option less effective in all the muni- 
cipalities surrounding Lindday,, by 
supplying liquor to be carried to 
these places. Local option I pelicve, 
would do as much good to the en- 
tire county of Victoria under these 
circumstances, as to the town of 
Lindsay alone, so be generous as the 
county town, and do your neighbors 
a good turn as well. Nearly all the 
good things belonging to the county 
are in Lindsay now—but this. 

Having lived 25 years in Mariposa, 
7 years under license and 18 years 
under local option, watching results 
carefully, at close range, I have no 
hesitation in saying that the fol- 
lowing results have been accomplish- 
ed by local option:

5. Local option has prohibited sale of 
liquor in Mariposa, except in a few 
cases where Lindsay furnishes fire 
water to be brought tn to make lo- 
cal trouble, as in the case of the 
Indian, Jerry Shilling, who froze 
both hands off two years ago, 
is now begging bis way.

20 years experience conducting a 
general store, and discussing this 
question with other pusiness men jn 
local option towns has proved to 
me, that the business done with the 
hotels by stores, which is a good 
trade, is not interfered with, as the 
bar in no way adds any trade to the 
town. The goods required to con- 
duct a hotel, purchased’ locally, are 
not used in the bar, but for housing, 


feeding, and furnishing rooms for 
guests, and do not think there will 
be any less of this trade done be- 
cause the bars are closed. The bar 
takes money out of the town, and 


gives no return, except dizzy brains, 
and lass skilled muscles to those who 
spend money on it, instead of put- 
ting it into legitimate’ trade chan- 
nels. Now;that men proven guilty of 
murder are being excused for their 
brutal acts by the courts, because 
they were, drunk, as im the case of 
Walter Blythe, not being responsible, 
there is responsibility somewhere for 
getting a man's brains clouded as 
to do these things. He himself, when 
sober at least, must be accountable, 
J but has the voter who by voting or 
declining to vote, refuses to close 
the places that make it easy to get 
drunk, no responsibilly ? He has. 
Temperance men should be consist- 
ene and not want accommodation un- 
der cost, as hotelkeepers say that 
some men haye to huy liquor over 
licensed bars to give profit enough 
to enable them to furnish meals at 
25 cents. Hotels cannot furnish {rep 
sheds, free stables, or free light, 
warm rooms, Let us pay for accom- 
modation furnished, ot its valic, and 
stop this argument so long used.

Mr. Orandall, when asked by the 
Teporter if it were not true that 
Prince Rupert was a dry town, no 
liquor being sold there, replied that 
it was impossible to get it in Prince 
Rupert, that a drunken man is never 
seen and that the law is rigidly en- 
forced, 

No one can find better hotel accom- 
modation than at present exists at 
Prince Rupert. 

This is given to the public without 
aid of the bar, and is undoubtably a 
benefit to everybody concerned, 

There has been no strife whatever 
or election to bring this state of af- 
fairs into existence.

The usual fortnightly mecting of

entered upon, which included a hum- 
orous reading by Mr. Zealand, , dia- 
logue by Messrs Weston and Joe 
Smith, and some exceptionally fino 
selections by the club's mouth organ 
quintette, Messrs, Jeff Ashmore, W. 
N. McMullan, W. J. McGahey, West~ 
on and Joe Smith. 

The event of the evening, however, 
was a debate tho subject being 
“Phat it is expedient for the Do- 
minion of Canada to build and equip 
a navy for home dafence.'"’ The 
speakers for the affirmative were Mr 
CG, P. Oamppell, Dried AV 
Wallace and Mr, Alex. Elliott, for 
the mnogative Mr. W. M. Thurston, 
Mr. Isaac Lewis and Mr. Patrick 
Meehan. 

Mr. Campbell opened on the affir- 
mative, and showed Canada's in- 
debtednass to Great Britain, and her 
duty as an integral part of the Bm- 
pire. Mr. W. M. Thurston, leading 
the negative side dwelt on the ex- 
pense of a navy to Canada, quoting 
figures from other nations showing 
the cost per head of population. Dr. 


Wallace followed for the affirmative, 
and dwelt with Canada’s need of a 
navy to protect her commerce and 
the Atlantic and Pacific seaboards, 
Mr. Isaac Lewis, in a very able 
speech, touched on the immortality 
of war, and maintained that there 
were other ways of settling interna- 
tional disputes, and that the true 
patriot was not the man with the 


rifle, but tha man who was not 
afraid to take off his coat. Mr, El- 
lott enumerated the benetit that 
would accrue to Canada by the 


puilding and maintaining of a navy, 
some of these being the impetus that 
would be given to the iron and steel 
industries, and tha advertisement to 
Canada. On the principle that a man 
does not takeprecautions to pro- 
tect his property if he has none, so 
the world would see that Canada in 
maintaining , navy must have some- 
thing to protect. 

Mr. Meehan followed for tha nega- 
tive, enlarging on the points main- 
tained by Mr. Lewis. 

In summing up for the affirmative, 
Mr. Campbell argued that the ne- 
gative had missed the point of the 
debate, as the navy was for purpos- 
es of defence, and not offenca. he also 
maintained that the surest way to 
Perpetuate peace was to be ready 
for war. 

The referee, Rev. M, ®. Wilson, M. 


A., in giving his decision, compli- 
mented the speakers on the able 
manner in which they had handled 


the subject. There was little to 
choose between the two, that he was 
almost undecided which side to 
award tho decision to, but after con- 
sidering the debate from every stand- 
point, he felt bound to declare the 
affirmative side the victors. 

It is easy to see that the club is 
filling a long felt want in this com- 
munity, ‘There was a large attend- 
ance of members last Thursday, and 
thirteen new names were added to 
the roll, which now contains the 
names of 65 young men, 

The next meeting takes place Dec. 
9th, when the athletic department, 
under Mr. Hazel Thuraton, will take 
charge of the evening's proceedings.

To 
show how ‘foolish it is, and the 
hopeless confusion that now exists, 
we give the figures from three ad- 
jacent towns which lie contiguous to 
each other

The New York Herald of Sunday, 
Noy, 14th, says: Ozone, which is the. 
modification of oxygen by action of 


| nigh tension eiectrical discharge, 
has been used very little in this 
country for purifying drinking wa- 


ter, although plants of th kind are 
not infrequent in Europe. The ob- 
Jection here seems to have been that 
although the power consumed in 
Producing the ozone is not excessive, 
three times as much in addition is 
required for compressing and cool- 
ing the air to remove its moisture, 
& process without which the ozoniz- 
ing is not successtul. 

In a recent improvement duo to 
J. Howard Bridge, an American in- 
ventor, the air compressor is elimin- 
ated, and the water itself is made to- 
do the work of bringing the ozone 
laden air into intimate contact by 
mixture with it, Sufficient moisture 
is removed by the cooling incident 
to this process to make the method 
efficient, A plant on this plan re 
cently erected at Lindsay, Ontario, 
purifies 1,500,000 gallons daily with 
an expenditure of ten, horse power, 
and the initial cost of the machinery 
was about $7,000. Current at 10,000 
yolts is used to produce the ozone.

In the following words he described 
his aims to an interviewer a short 
time ago: 

“T intend to build a vessel which 
will be able to travel to places which 
cannot be approached—or only with 
by other means of 
transport; to undiscovered coasts or 
interiors; in a straight Mne across 
land or water where ships are to be 
sought for; from one fleet station or 
army to another, carrying persons and 
despatches; for’ obscrvution of the 
toovements of hostile fleets or armies 
not for actiye participation in -ac- 

warfare, 

My balloon must be able to travel 
several days without renewing provi- 
sions, fuel, or gas, It must travel 
quickly enough to reach a certain 
goal in a given number of days, and 
must possess sufficient rigidity and 
non-inflammability to ascend, travel, 
and descend under ordinary condi. 
tions.” 

And the count has succeeded to 
the extent of being able to remain in 
the air for many hours and travel 
hundreds of miles.

Gould, president of the Fenelon Falls 
branch occupied the chair. Alter a 
brief address she introduced, Miss 3. 
Campbell, of Brampton, who gaye a 
very acceptable address on Labor 
Saying Devices in the Home, fol- 
lowed by demonstrations in needle 
work. In her address Miss Campbell 
at the beginning, spoke on the prob- 
lem of the age, that of securing help 
in the home as being one that wom- 
en have to solye. She advised them 
to think, and plan to have a season 
for rest and recreation as well as 
work. There are twenty four hours 
in the day, and we should divide the 
time so that there will be a time 
to work, a time to rest, and a time 
to cultivate the intellect. A person 
who will plan in this way may ac- 
complish more in this way than one 
who overworks. She asked, ‘‘why are 
our sanitariums so full to-day.'’ One 
reason is overwork, others have not 
enough occupation. They haye too 
much time to thin oyer every little 
slight ailment. Speaking of the diff- 
erence between the housekeeper and 
the homemaker the speaker said that 
it was a good thing to be a fine 
housekeeper—there cannot be a finer 
art—but a mother’s strength should 
not be worn out. One cannot be a 
model homemaker if irritable and 
tired out as one who makes an idol 
of housekeeping is pretty sure to be. 
There are so many things that must 
be done in the home, and a great deal 
may be done to train the children to 
help in the first place, by training 
them to be systematic and orderly. 
This requires a great deal of patience 
but it pays to use the intellect in the | 
home. Tf you can get husband and 
children to co-operate, you will have! 
done a great deal in solving the pro- 
blem. Then too much time and 
strength is spent in fancy cooking 
and in unnecessary ironing, etc.,

of cooking beefsteak, Tacre are very 
few who cook beefsteak just right. } 
Teach the daughter to cook plain, | 


simple foods well, then let her devel- | 
op her individuality, do not make her | 
do everything your way. Teach the | 
girl needlework when she can do 
plain sewing well, and you have laid 
the foundation for all the rest. 

Take time to gain the confidence 
of your children. Does it pay to spend 
so much time in housework and not 
take time to cultivate that bright 
intellect ? This is an age of strife. 
There is more entertaining, more go- 
ing, more receiving, more of a 
strain, Do not think too hard—take 
time to rest a little while. Life is 
not worth living if we spend so much 
time in making a living that there is 
no time to live. Then we want cheer- 
fulness and brightness in the home,

Here is the annual tribute levied by 
seven peers on tho land yalues of the 
metropolis: The Duke of ‘Westminster 
£3,000,000; Lord Howanl de Walden, 
€2,000,000; the Duke of Bedford, 2,- 
250,000; Lord Portman, €1,820,000; 
Lord Northampton, £1,600,000; the 
Duke of Norfolk, 1,600,000; Harl Ga- 
dogan, 1,500,000. 

Now, what have these peers done 
to create this enormous wealth? The 
question answers itself, They have 
done less than nothing. Their only 
task has been to receive the torrent 
of gold which the toil of London has 
poured into their laps. It is the peo- 
ple whose industry has created these 


values, Tt is they who have laid 
the roads and built the sewers and 
made the tramways. It is they who 
have raised the factories and shops, 


aml filled them with the hum of in- 
dustry. It is they who have born the 


crushing burden of the rates that 
have created the valuos, 

And the Dukes, over whom the 
Times sheds its foolish tears, have 


taken all the plunder and have given 
nothing but blankets in return. They 
have not even contributed a penny to 
the rates. Nor is that all. At the 
expiry of the lease of houses which 
others have built they have appropri- 
ated even the buildings and as in the 
Gorringe case, levied new and enorm- 
ous tribute on the industry of hose 
who Have made these premises 'ua- 
ble.

WHO MAY VOTE 


The Ontario Local Option law pro- 
ides that a lopal option pylaw be- 
re "being finally passed, must be 
approved ‘"by the electors of the 
<ounicipality'’ in which it is to take 
effect. 

The courts Rave definitely decided 
that the words “electors of the mu- 
nicipality'’ are to be construed as 
meaning such persons in a municipal- 
ity as would be entitled to vote in 
an election tor members of the muni- 
cipal council. 

A municipal elector must be a Bri- 
tieb subject not less than twenty- 
one years of age. His name must be 
«an part one or part two of the vot- 
er's list of the municipality as fin- 


ally revised by the county judge, 
The last revised list is used in the 
voting. 

An unmarried woman, either a 


spinster or a widow, may bave her 
name on the list and may vote. if 
she is otherwise possessed of the ne- 
cessary qualifications. 

A voter must be qualified in ° re- 
spect of property, either as an own- 
er, a tenant, or a farmer's son, or 
must be assessed and pay taxes on 
an income of not less than $400, 

The property on which an, owner 
of an occupant qualifies as a voter, 
must be rated on the last revised 


assessment roll as having at least 
the following valuation 
Im citios ; $400.00 


In towns over 3,000 population 300.00 
in towns not over 2,000 . 200.00 
In ‘townships or villages . 100.00 

If two persons are on the assess- 
ment roll as joint owners they may 
both vote provided the value of the 
property is twice a6 much as would 
entitle one person to vote. Similarly 
three or more joint owners may 
vote on the same property if its va- 
lue is sufficient. 

If, however, persons are jointly 
assessed for property not large 
cnough to give cach of them a vote, 
then none of them can vote. 

A Person assessed as an owner 
may vote whether he lives in the mu- 
nicipality or not, but a person as- 
essed as an occupant cannot vote 
unless he lives in the municipality. 

If a marricd man is not assessed 
himself asan owner or occupant, he 
may vote upon property so assessed 
in his wife's name, if of,sulficient va- 
Ive. 

A person assessed as a farmer's 
son may vote along with his father 
or mother, provided that the proper- 
ty is assessed for an amount sufli- 
cient to allow of two voles upon 
it, so with two or more farmer's 
sons.

Removable Clock Dials. 

An improvement in clock dials 
which makes repairing much more con- 
yenlent has been designed by a New 
York man, This dial is made in two 
parts, which slide through grooves at 
tho sides antl meet in the middle of 
the face. Their action is absolutely in- 
dependent of the hands, and the sec- 
tlons may be removed with ense with- 


| out first taking off the hands, as was 


necessary formerly. Such a contriv- 
ance not only makes less work for 
the clock man when repairs are neces- 
sary, but because of the case with 
which the face is removed and the 
works reached many a man will be 
able to make his own repairs where 
he would otherwise have hesitated to 
attempt it. Most clocks are adjusted 
from the back, but the dificulty often 
Ues {n a front part, which 1s ditiieult 
to rench from the rear, even by an ex- 
pert on Umepieces.

PROBLEM OF THE DRUNKARD 


The question of the pest 
for regulating the moral tone of 


means 
a 
community is g very broad one and 
often a very difficult one to deal 
with, gays the Chatham Planvt. Pro- 
bably the man who supplies tho 
most trouble to, social reformers, 
and who is the,hardest to deal with 
is the drunkard. Men, probably born 
with a desire for drink, find it very 
dificult to curb their appetites and 
the result is often that they are of 
little use to either themselves or 
anybody else. ‘The unfortunate part 
of it is that such men soon become 
public nuisances, and, as such, the 
authorities of the law are forced ro 
deal with them. 

Indian lists have been established, 
fines imposed, and sentences of im- 
prisonment resorted to, but as far as 
overcoming, the difficulty is concern- 
ed little progress seems to have 
been made. Men, seemingly, will 
drink, and recent events have proven 
that even the restrictions of the In- 
dian list are not always effective in 
carrying out the object for which 
they were established, 

The old custom of arresting drunks 
and the familiar sentence of $1 and 
costs or ten days in jail is still 
doing noble duty, with the only ex- 
ception that in some cases where the 
offenders are restricted persons, the 
fine aches a higher limit. 

The practice of imposing heavy 
fines upon the restricted ones has of 
late merited considerable criticism 
irom people with'an eye to public 
affairs. Indian listers, for the most 
part, are men without extravagant 
means—men who are wage earners, 
and upon whom wives and children 
are depending for support. The sup- 
port which comes from ai drinking 
man is none too tiberal at best, and 
the imposition of:a heavy fine does 
not increase his financial capacity 
aS a Provider in the, home. Unfort- 
unately his detention in jail, where 
he is unable \o follow his business 
or trade, placesyhis family in prac- 
tically the same position. The pun- 
ishment in either case cannot. have 
the effect of lessening his appetite 
for liquor, as a result of which he 
will undoubtedly offend again if the 
opportunity is presented to him. On 
the other hand, our modern civiliza- 
tion very justly demands that all 
who offend against the law shall pe 
Punished. ‘This, in short, constitutes 
the problem which the authorities 
are “up against." 

It would seem more reasonable, 
however, on“the face of it, if some 
arrangement could be arrived at 
whereby the fines imposed for ineb- 
tiety could ‘be paid over to the 
needy families of the offenders. Tt 
seems rather unjust that’ when a 
punishment is inflicted upon any 
man, that his whole family, who are 
innocent of amy wrong doing, should 
sufler want and privation thereby. 

It would mean less money in the 
public coffers, but the State can eas- 
fly afford to take second place to 
the human needs of those whose 
very /existence sometimes depends up- 
on the money extracted from unfor- 


tunate wretches in the courts of 
justice.

H. Miller of South Grey, when 
the bill came up for the second read- 
ing, explained that his object was to 
prevent utterly pool-making, —book- 
making and the business of gambling 
and betting on race tracks, ‘he bill, ; 
however, did not endeavor to interfere 
with the racing of horses, nor to pre- 
vent private betting, The reasons | 
why he sought an amendment of the | 
criminal code in this regard were: 


grt been asked for by the | 
Moral and Reform Association of 
Qanada. He denied the assertion that 


no laymen had asked for this reform. 
Laymen, as well as clergymen, were 
behind the moyement, he said, 

2, Many states of the American un- 
ion had passed similar legislation, in- 
cluding New York, California, Louis- 
iana and Michigan, four of the great- 
est horse-breeding states. Mr. Miller 
asked for serious consideration of the 
effect of the passing of this legislation 
by these states.

(wno came over Ww wort firlé and“ set 
Up a race track and another similar 
institution was established at Wind- 
sor. These men should have been put 
out of the country. They were not 
Canadians and their race tracks are

“If the effect of this bill would be 
to do away with gambling in this 
country, I would be glad to support it, 
but there is other gambling in Oan- 
ada far worse than race track gam.

Permanent Roads 
In Peterboro 


Times Says People’s Money Has Been 
Squandered in Present System 
of Road Making 


The Peterboro Times atlvocates the 
taking up by the city council of the 
question of permanent roadways. It 
says: A very important question for 
the council, and especially the Board 
of Works, to take up at the first of 
the year, is permanent roadways. 
For many years an experiment has 
ibeen tried with lime stone or field 
stone, gathered from nearby farms 
by the local teamsters during the 
winter months. That stone has pro- 
ven itself a total failure as road 
material, and attention bas been 
drawn to that fact in these columns 
on several previous occasions, 

There is not the slightest excuse 
for Peterboro using that soft 
terial. The very best granite is at 
Smney Lake in almost inexhaustible 
quantities. It requires only quarry- 
ing and bringing down. Granite 
properly used will make practically 
@ permanent road. ‘The initial cost 
is probably @ little more than field 
stone, but once laid it is there and 
patch work is unnecessary “and at 
the same time the city will have a 
road to which the citizens can point 
with pride. r 

By using field stone, the greater 
Part of which is limestone, the city 
never has a road. For instance take 
George street. Only three years ago 
can excellent coating of stone was 
put on and for the first season tra- 
velling was fine, Since then, 
ever, patch work, has been necessary 
and today the road is no etter 
than it was three years ago. ‘The 
field stone grinds to a powder and 
is blown off in dust and scraped off 
as mud im the spring. Great, holes 
are created and the roads are 
disgrace. 

The time has come for Peterhoro 
to assume city airs. To build roads 
that will ke permanent and which 
will stand the heavy and increasing 
traffic. There'is only one way to do 

that, and that is by the uso 
granite from Stoney Lake. This 1s 
serious matter to the citizens, 
they are being compelled to

PROCESS OF PURIFYING WATER. 

‘Three sterilizing wells are used for 
purposes of ozonizing the drinking 
water. The water as it enters the 
first well draws into itself the excess 
ozone from the wells number two and 
three. The first step is the reduction 
of all organic matter in solution, 
leaving’ the water ready for the des- 
truction of the bacteria in wells num- 
ber two and three. The water enters 
the wells through large aspirators 
which introduce the ozone into the 
first well water. The water and the 
gas then fall about 15 fect and are 
forced to rise through perforated 
plates covered with fine gravel, The 
struggle to get through these obsta- 
cles breaks the water into very fine 
particles, allowing the ozone to get 
at every part of it. It then rises to 
{a level that allows it to fall inta a 
second set of aspirators, into well 
number two, where this came process 
is repeated, and then it falls into the 
third well, where anotker contact 
takes place, By this time there is 
nothing left in the water to kill, 

‘The process of ozoning water not 
only removes all bacteria or disease 
germs from the water, but it also 
takes from the water all foreln od- 
ors, or tastes, leaving the water as 
clear and sparkling and sweet as any 
mountain spring.

Minien Work in 
Far Off China 


Miss Brooks Tells of Labors of Mission 
aries in Celestial Kingdom 


At Thursday eyening’s session of 
the Women’s Missionary Society in 
te Cambridge st. church, Misa 
Brooks, a returned missionary from 
China, gave a most interesting and 
instructive address to a large audi- 
ence on ‘Our Work in China.'’ Rey. 
J.P.Wilson occupied the chair. 

In the opening remarks the lectur- 
er gave a delightful word picture of 
the Celestial kingdom with its cotton 
sugar and tobacco fiends, its walled 
cities and temples. 

China was one of the weakest na- 
tions in the foreign world, She app- 
eared to the visitor to be a dirty, 
unhealthy country, and her people 
rough and unpleasant. It is the re 
verse, however, hina is dirty and 
some cities are very unhealthy, but 
the people are by no means rough 
and uncouth to visitors or foreign- 
ers, as they invariably endeavor to 
speak to the stranger in passing. 

Reference was made by Miss Brooks 
to the salutations of the Chinese, ‘In- 
stead of saying, as Canadians do, 
“Good morning,” tho Chinese say in 
passing, ‘Have you eaten your rice, 


yet?’” and on visiting, they show 
their general hospitality. They do 
not say,''How are you?’’, but ‘Do 


not retire from our home in a hurry’? 
HATRED FOR PORNIGNERS. 

The hatred for foreigners still pre- 
vails to a large extent in China, es- 
pecially among a certain class of the 
students, calling themselves the pat 
riots, who want to establish a dyn- 
asty of their own. 

Miss Brooks spoke at some length 
of the work in western Ohina in tho 
neighborhood of the city of Ohentu.: 
Manulacturing was expensive because 
they still in many cases used the pri- 


mitive methods, ‘They use the old- 
fashioned looms and there are no 
largo factories, In many parts of 


Obina, it is cheaper to import sugar 
from other points than to buy it in 
thelr own town or city, because of 
the expense of refining it, ete. 

In many of the farming districts, 
the sickle is still in uso and the grain 
is threshed by throwing it up against 
4 beam, Tt is then carried to the 
market on the cow's back, In fact 
stated Miss Brooks, the cows seem, to 
be used for nothing else. Pork is the 
favorite meat in China and rice is 


the favorite starchy food. A yery 
Jarge class can only afford to have 
meat once a week or in many, cases 


only once a month. 

The homes as a rule are one storey 
high, roofed with tile and in some 
cases ,the walls are plastered outside 
and inside and many of the floors are 
made of mud. The Chinese are as o 
rule, very hospitable, unless they are 


prejudiced against all foreigners, and 
at many of the homes, the mission- 
avics were offered the pipe of peace to 
smoke. In the better homes, the 
homes of the richer class, better food 
was put on the table. 

Wor some time the speaker dwelt 
upon the strests and the peculiarities 
of tho cities, especially the city of} 
Ghontu of Central China, The strects 
are very narrow and continually 
crowded from morning to evening 
and even far into the night. 

The stores in this city are very 
rich and eawtiful, On one street 
will be practically nothing but small 
ware and toys, while another will 
produce only silk and clothing; an- 
other, rice and groceries, while an- 
other will have most beautiful stores 
in which. periodicals of all natures 
can be procured, 

In Ckina, the blind man is assisted 
in every manner by the passersby. 
He is placed in the standing of the 
wealthy and is always asslated by. 
willing hands over dangerous cross- 
ings, bridges and streets. In the ev- 
enings the cities, towns, and villages 
where stores exist, present a most 
beautiful sight to the visitor. Bach 
merchant puts his smallware on the 
door steps, which are very large,and 
many prettily lighted lanterns hung 
about his store. When all the busi- 
ness streets are quict at midnight, 
it forms a pretty sight. 

A STRANGE BELIDF, 

Miss Brown stated that the Ohinese 
have a belief which is hard to stamp 
out. Each person has three souls, so 
they believe, one remains in the cof- 
fin, the second goes to the death ta- 
blet in the temple and the third goes 
to the after world. Idols are worsb- 
ipped extensively in China, but in the 
western provinces, where the mission- 
ary is steadily working, the practice 
is gradually dying out. 

Bamboo is to Ohina, what the ma- 
ple is to Canada, it being used in the 
making of the houses, boats, and 
practically everything where wood 
required. 

In conclusion the lecturer referred 
to the splendid work being performed 
by the missionaries in this land. All 
should be grateful that the Master’s 
work was being carried on with such 
wonderful success, z 

During the evening session a very

Reeve Breault, of Norwood, moved 
that the deputation be heard, put 
Mr. Beatty, of Omemee, in reply 
stated that Dr. Merchant was pre- 
sent and he thought it was prefer- 
able that he should be heard first. 
Dr. Merchant dealt in detail with

Ennismore 6, Harvey 8, Galway and 
Cavendish 5,!a total of 32, from Pe- 
terboro, and the townships of Emily 
Verulam, and Somerville, and the 
municipalities! of Omemee, Bobcay- 
geon and determine upon the new 
inspectorate. With practically any 
arrangement that could be named, 
objections could be found. In this 
case the principal one jis that Smith 
which is at Peterboro’s door, is 
placed in the new inspector's : 
trict. This is not as serious as it 
appears, he said.

of the dairymen of this district held 
in the True Blue Hall, bere Wednes- 
day last. Mr. Cameron, the inspec- 
tor of this district, was present and 
gaye tne opening address, in which 
he stated that there was plenty of 
room for improvement in the method 
of curing cheese, as well as in the 
method of preparing the milk for the 
factory in this locality. He mention- 
ed the ways of curing and showed 
that it was of importance to have a 
Jow temperature in the curing room, 
as the patrons lost a good percent- 
age on shrinkage, when the tempera- 
ture was too high. 

Mr. George Burgess next spoke on 
“‘How to secure a good dairy herd.” 
and he strongly advocated ‘cow test- 
ing clubs," as being the only accur- 
ate method of finding out the cows 
tpt are giving a good net profit, 
ad@well as finding out the boarders 
and those that more than “‘eat their 
heads off’ in your herd. He strongly 
advocated the use of the best pure 
bred dairy sire, and only to raise 
heifers from the cows that gave,over 
fan average amount of miJk, in very 
herd. 

Mr. Barr, who spoke last, used 
the lantern ‘and showed to the audi- 
ence the effect that pouring milk for 
twenty minutes to cool it, had on 
the curd. This planjof cooling the 
milk invariably produced a gasey curd 
He advised them not to pour at all, 
but to keep their cans in ice or in 
cool water, and always to put the 
lids on the cans as soon as the last 
milk was put in them, He also said 
the milk should be handled in a clean 
manner, and the cows should get 
good pure water. The three addresses 
were practical and should do good. 

Mr. Wm. Lewis, of the Scotch Line, 
exhibited his Siberian White Oats at 
Yuelph, and won first prize in his 
sdMtea group exhibit, and’ third 
prize in his exhibit of the two ‘bush- 
els in the bag.

MY LAST EVENING 


AT ACADE 


The Academy of Music was crowd- 


ed with citizens last evening, who 


turned out to hear the local option 
addresses of Ald. J. ©, Miller, of O- 
rillia, chairman town council finance 
committee, and Mr. A, 0, Hogg of 
Mariposa. 

Mr, James Low occupiud the hair 
and in a brief address explarned the 
objects of the meeting, 

Mr, A. 0, Hogg was the first 
speaker, He stated that when he re- 
ceived an invitation to speak at the 
meeting, he hesitated on the advisa- 
bility of doing it, feeling that per- 
haps, some yould think it better for 
an outsider to mind his own busi 
ness. Howeyer, He could not forget 
the cighteen years he lived under lo- 
cal option conditions in Mariposa. In 
1892 that municipality decided to try 
local option. It had tried every other 
temperance measure, includiag “ne 
Scott Act. The rate-pagers, by @ 
vote of 397 to 324 carried the meas- 

jure. It was given a six years trial, 
and during that time, no honest ef- 
fort was made to enforce it, In 1898 
a yote was taken to repeal the meas- 
lure, and the people voted against 
repeal, the vote standing 546 to 273. 
After this vote a good many people 
thought the law should be enforced. 
In January, 1902, a vote was taken 
jas to whether the measure should be 
repealed, or enforced. In that earnest 
contest the reeve and council was 
lined up for and against.

| considered, a good sound, argument, 
Since then the law is being enforced

He did not believe that 
argument, The hotel keeper pays $450 
a year for selling all the liquor he 
can. Whose fault is that? They 
are also supposed not to sell to any 
boy under twenty-one years of age, 
but he gets it. Here the speaker told 
of tbe unfortunate incident of the 
Indian, Jerry Shilling, who was giv- 
en liquor in Lindsay and, who was 
found frozen in Mariposa tosuch a 
terrible extent that he is a cripple 
for life. 

PPRSONAL LIBERTY, 

Mr. Hogg took up the personal lib- 
erty argument. That was one reason 
why there was so many saloons, in 
existence, He contended that the 
Man who made himself a beast {in his 
Jove for drink, cancels his personal 
liberty, What right had any man to 
vote for a system that would give 
his boy liquor and make him a drun- 
kard ? He asked those who advanced 
the personal liberty argument to 
think of those who did not want 
their boys to become slaves. 

Another phase of the question has 
cropped up in the argument advanced 
by the lawyer for Walter Blythe, the 


wife murderer, who contended that 
the unfortunate man was not ment- 
ally responsible for his deed. Some- 


one was responsible, and he assured 
his hearers that personally he woula 


shake himself of that responsibility | 


at every opportunity. He was sorry

The Divisional Court, however, ts 
of opinion that the Statute of Limi- 
tations would not run in John Spenct 
cs’ favor as against: any of the chil- 
dren while they remained in possess 
fon, The court holds that John 
Spence, sr., and Martha’ Spence are 


entitled to a two-fifths interest in 
the whole farm as tenants in com- 
mon, and aro joint tenants of a 


three-fifths interest of the estate per 
antre vie of the married sisters, and 
that John Spence, sr., is entitled to 
tho remainder in fee, 


The court is further of opinion 
that any claim, which the sisters had 
to the legacies given them by the 
will is barred by the Statute of Lim- 
itations, as the samo wos payable 
when they respectively arrived at the 
age of twenty-one years, cr were 
married, since which time more than 
the statutory period had clapsed. 
‘The claim made by John Spence for 
improvements is dismissed without 
projudice to him if a claim is made 
against him for occupation rent, 

The judgement of the court below 
is accordingly modified by declaring 
that according to the true construc- 
tion of the will the children of the 
testator, Archibald Spence, took as 
tenants for life with remainder to his 
son, John Spence, in fee. that the in- 
terests of the three married daught- 
ers, Obristina, Margaret and Sarah 
are extinguished, and their claims 
are barred by the Statute of Limi- 
tations; that John Spence, sr., and 
Martha ‘Spence, are entitled to a two- 
fifths interest for the lives of Ohris- 
tina, Margaret and Sarah as joint 
tenants, with remainder to John 
Spence, sr., in fee; that it be declar- 
ed that the legacies given to the 


plaintiff by tho will are barred by 
the Statute of Limitations; that the 
judgment of the court below as to 
the payment of $100 to Christina Me-

Road Will be 
Built Immediately 


Sir Thos. Shaughnessy Says €. P. R, 
Grain Route Will be Under- 
taken Soon 


Ottawa Dec. 11th—Mr, Fowke, M, 
P.,\for South Ontario, in asking the 
Rallwoy Committee of the House on 
‘Phursday to renew the charter of the 
©,P.R.'s rond from Campbeliford to 

‘oronto, along the lake shore front, 
through Port Hope, Oshawa, Whitby, 
cte,, sald he had been assured by 
Bir Thomas Shaughnessy that the 
road would be built almost immed- 
Jately. 

From this’ statement of Mr. 
Wowke's «nd from other announce- 
ments that have been recently made, 
the Canadian Pacific have three pro- 
positions for improving their Ontario 
and Quebec Une, with the prospect of 
all being under way within a short 
time, These three propositions are : 

First, for a new line called the 
grain route, which is to be run from 


Midland onthe Georgian Bay and 
through the towns of Orillia and 
Lindsay, and striking the present 


main line at Kendry, six miles west 
of Peterboro. This would involve 105 
miles of new, highlass construction 


and would make the wheat route 
from Midland yia Peterboro to tide- 
water at Montreal, At Midland a 
whole battery of eleyators are to be 
erected for tle storage of the west- 
ern grain transported thither by boat 
from Port Arthur and Fort William. 
This grain would be moved by hoat, 
most of it between harvest and the 
close of navigation and would make 
a very busy lake traffic for that per- 
iod. The grain would be stored, at 
the elevators in Midland, and ™more 
leisurely moved by train to Mon- 
treal during the winter. The final 
plans of this route are now being 
completed. 
SECOND PROPOSAL ' 

The second proposal is to double 

track the present MontreaJ-Toronto 


line from Kendry, the junction of 
the grain route from Midland, to 
‘Smith's Falls, a distance of about 


130 miles, portions of which are al- 
ready constructed in the shape of 
long sidingsf This would have a 
double track forf reight and grain 
{from Kendry to Montreal, as the 
Smith's Falls-Montreal section is al- 
ready completed. This proposed 
douhle track from Kendry ?0 Smith's 
Fajls will not be necessarily right 
along side of the present line, as it 
might diverge to the southand go 
to Campbellford and to other points 
to get better grades but always 
keeping more or less in touch with 
the existing line. The survey of the 
second track, which was made three 
years ago, leaves the old line at sey- 
eral points between Central Ontario 
Junction and Moberley, near Smith’s 
Falls.

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Obituary 


DR: McRAYDEN. 
following from Nelaon, B.C., 
Paper, refers to a cousin of Mr. D- 
Ray, Lindsay ' 


“Dr, A. R. McFayden, who died on 
last Thursday near Jackson Springs 
was born in 1831 near Bostick's Mil 
in Richmond county. He was edneat- 
ed at Davidson College; rend medicine 
under Shaw and Turner at Carthage; 
graduated at Charleston about 1656. 
He immediately began the practice of 
his profession in the community 
where lie was born and raised, and 
soon built up a large practice. He 
was an extraordinary man.

Life in the West 
On the Survey 


Surveying operations in the Oana- 
dian West havo shown great activity 
years; immense areas of 


in recent 
land, partly prairie and partly bush, 
have been explored and suryeyed in- 


to homesteads. Parties, composed of 


‘o chiof surveyor, assistants, and a- 
pout a score of men, pack out into 
the bush and remain there summer 
‘and winter, in all weathers, moving 
camp ovory few days, with only a 
tent to crawl into in the worst woa- 
ther. 

A suryey outfit may includo halt- 
a-dozen nationalities—Oanndians, A- 
mericans, Huropeans, halt breeds, 
Indians, and even a Chinaman cool, 
Only those constitutionly sound are 
taken on at this work, Good '‘bush- 
whackers” able and willing to stand 
fatigue. Champion yralkers and ath- 
lotes drifted out to the West, do not 
seem to do well at this work; curi- 
ously enough the capacity of endur- 
ance does not belong especially to 
the strong in muscle. A lot of the 
actual work consists in walking—all 
sorts of it, through undergrowth, 


brule, (burnt timber) and windfall, 
muskegs and marshes, and up and 
down rayines, 

‘Travelling is always difficult, and 


especially in summer, on account of 
the many sloughe (pronounced slevs) 
muskegs, and soft places. Pack pon- 
ies are used, although not in any 
way so convenient as a wagon or 
sleigh. On even an Indifferent trail a 
team (two horses) will pull 3,500 Ibs. 
in a wagon easily, but a pack pony 
must not be packed, on an average, 
more than 150 Ibs. Packing is a 
fine art, and a most necessary one, 
on those Northwest trails, Pack- 
ponies make almost as much fuss as 
camels; heavy sighs and groans and 
despondent looks when the time com- 
es lor loading up. They are artful, 
and manage to blow themeclyes out, 
when they feel the cinch coming ar- 
ound, to avoid getting things tight.

Chia loo eee Active Fight 
Against Opium Evil 


Miss A. J. Wade has written in- 
terestingly from Ku-Oheng to the 
Canadian W. As., for whom she la- 
bors very earnestly: “We hope that 
the making known of the brave fight 
being made here to free the people 
from the bondage and curse of opium 
may encourage the helpers at home 
and stir them up to fresh prayer and 
earnest effort to bring about a 
speedier ending to the opium traffic, 
with relaxation of the treaty obli- 
gations which press heavily upon 
the Chinese people. Kucheng 
$5,280 (Mexican) in three years by 
voluntary subscriptions to help the 
Central Government while closing 
out the opium, until the Govern- 
ment had time to readjust its finan- 
ces. While the raising of the money 
was being  discussedi the Central 
Government announced that the op- 
ium was to be closed out of the 
country in three years, instead of 
ten years, as formerly announced, Of 
the sum mentioned $3,000 was raised 
by the people themselves, Magistrate 
Qu made himself personally sresponsi- 


ble for the balance, and the mili- 
tary commander Gin also gave a 
liberal subscription. When the mo- 


ney was all in hand Magistrate Qu 


wrote to the Foochow Viceroy and 
obtained permission to close, not 
only the opium dens but tho goy- 
ernment opitm warehouse which 


forms the chiof distributing centre 
for the district. Magistrate Qu has, 
taken an active part in the anti-op- 
ium campaign, travelling about the 
country with Dr, Worley, of the Am- 
crican M, W. mission and making 
speeches in favor of reform, 

“The local ‘Reform Society has 
been very active since its initiation 
two yeara ago and tho gontry, lite. 


rati and citizens have shown a 
strong determination to put down 
the opitim, and to fight for their 


cause if necessary, When permission 
was granted Jast April to close the 
dens, the Kucheng Reform Society 
gave a public dinner and held a 
thanksgiving meeting attended by 
the gentlemen belonging to the two 
missions working here (0.M.S.) and 
American M, D,) and there wero 
were signs of rejoicing throughout 
the city, banners flying, etc. On 
July 17th the first day of tho 
Ohinese sixth moon, the reform was 
carried out with general satisfaction 
The oplum shops in the city wero 
closed, but some were reopened in a 
few days, owing to a strong  pro- 
test through tho British Counaul 


raised | 


from the firm of Jardine, Matheson 
& Oo., in Foo-chow, This protest 
contended that by closing all the 
shops the Ku-cheng magistrate had 
broken treaty obligations which 
made opium, once the heavy dues 
had been paid at the port of entry, 
a recognized, legitimate article of 
commerce until the ten years agreed 
upon between the two governments 
had expired. It asked that the shops 
be reopened and the opium trade re- 
sumed in the city. The protest was 
forwarded to Ku-cheng through the 
Chinese authorities, and stirred the 
whole city with a wave of indigna- 
tion, culminating in the sitspension 
of all trade one day last weels, with 
a counter protest against the check- 
ing of reform. The city shops were 
only reopened after the officials had. 
made a tour of the streets in per- 
son calming the people. 

“Tn the meantime the Reform So- 
ciety had sent a deputation from 
Kucheng to Foo-chow, who waited 
|on Bishop Price, of the C.M.S., and 
others who might have influence, 
begging that Britain through her 
merchants, would not hinder the lo- 
cal government in carrying out im- 
mediate reforms. Bishop Price was 
most kind and aympathetic; he did 
all he could, but his letter to the 
British firm was ineffective, as they 
contidered the matter from a purely 
commercial view, Lot from the 
ground of moral obligation und 


work strenuously and unceasingly, 
for its speedy amendment. Dishop 
Price is, with this view, sending a 
statement of the Ku-cheng case to 


the secretaries of the home anti- 
opium societies. 
“Qhe Ku-cheng magistrate, hacked 


by the city gentry, is maintaining 
determined hostilities to the opium, 
in spite of the protest, All the shops 
are closed again, and the head of 
the government warebouse, together 
with five other opium sellers, was 
caught selling native-grown opium, 
calling it the foreign drug. They 
were imprisoned and are to be tried 
in Foochow. Nine-tenths of the op- 
jum sold in Ku-cheng is native- 
grown, imported from other  pro- 
vinces. So the local authorities have 
every right to suppress it, and are 
doing so vigorously. In this they 
are being uphéld by the Chinese au- 
thorities in Foochow, and we may 
win the day, for surely when a city 
is unanimous in ;ts effort to rid it- 
self of poison, no one should be 
able to force that poison on them, 
more especially when the interests 
of a forelgn merchant form only a 
tenth of the whole.’’

Bangham, of The Asphalt Block Pay- 
ing Oo., arriving about 10,15 o'clock 
acm, We were mot at the Union sta- 
tion by Mr. Goodhan, also n ropre- 
sentative of the Asphalt Block Pay- 
ing Co., with automobiles, and were 
taken over and made a careful in- 
spection of, many plecos of the asph- 
alt block pavement, both laid 


and 
under construction, and were  yery 
favorably impressed with same, We 


carefully noted several other kinds of 


Payements as we were riding, but 
were unable to obtain yery much in- 
formation regarding them at the 


time. We were, we believe, unanimous 
in the selection of sheet asphalt pave- 
ment for appearances and smoothness 
but were assured by our host that 
this pavement would be unsuitable for 
our town owing to its costly and 
continual need of repairing. We wero 
were shown the only place of cement 
or granolithic pavement in the city 
and found it rough, cracked, and {ull 
of holes, and we believe it has been 
found to be entirely unsuitable, for 
permanent road pavement. 

After lunch several of your commit- 
tee went to the Oity Hall 
and interviewed the OQity Un- 
gineer and called upon certain con-

Mr. J. Boxall 
at Peterboro 


His Remarks at an S.0.E, Banquet at 
Peterboro Friday 


he Peterboro Review has the fol- 
lowing to say in reference to the ad- 
dress of Mr. Jas, Boxall at a 8,0.B. 
function in that city ; 

“Past Supreme President Boxall, of 
Lindsay, in his opening remarks re- 
ferred to tho great pleasure he felt 
in being present to meet the members 
of Lansdowne Lodge, in whom, next 
to the old Lodge, he had always tak- 
en the greatest interest ,either when 
they enjoyed good times or the re- 
verse, He was glad to see so many 
young Wnglishmen present who were 
not members, but should be. He was | 
also pleased to see the ladies, whom 
he hoped, were not suffragettes, al- 
though he believed in woman suffex- 
age, and thought that some women 
suffer too much, However, he hoped 
that no bricks would be thrown at 
him. He believed that if women had 
the right to vote they would use it to 
better advantage than some of the 
men present. Speaking to the young 
men Mr. Boxall said that he thought 
every young man should belong to 
some fraternal society, ust as wel 
as they belonged to some Ohristian 
church, and every young man ought 
to make some provision for those he 
loves as he goes through life and he 
should not marry before he had stop- 
ped to reckon up the future. Fratern-| 
al societies have made it so easy that 
he can carry an insurance of one or 
two thousand dollars and this will) 
allow him to place those left behind 
in a position that they will not hr | 
dependent on the charity of the world 
It was well for the wife to have 
something when the husband was ta 
en away and lald in the cold grave, 
By way of illustrating the benevol 
ence of the Society the speaker told 
of a case where the husband was ta} 
cn suddenly away leaving his wife 
and three children destituse. The exe- 


cutive and others interested in her 
wellare worked together, the result 
being that her position was made 


much more pleasanter, Continuing, he 
stated that the society was a benefit 
as well as a fraternal organization, 
More money was paid for benefits 
than in any other fraternal society { 
and the insurance rates were the 
cheapest. Remarking on the benofita, 
Mr. Boxall said that the members 
should look at this department from 
a broader standpoint and think of 
the good to be done towards some- 
body else, and not only for themsely- 
es, Tn the payment of claims we try 
to live up to the spirit of the law 
instead of the letter of the law. One 


although judgement was given against 
the widow, she recelved the amount 
of the claim, lest the cost of action.

His craving for satis- 
faction seems to completely smother 
his principles of common sense. Some 
men, too, against whom suits are 
brought, seom to think it is braye to 
show ‘gameness!’ and fight as long 
as their money hangs out, against 
legal advico, verdicts, personal con- 
victions and everything else, Some- 
times it requires greater courage for 
the contestants to get together out 
of court and wipe off these unfortun- 
ate differences, and certainly is is far 
cheaper and less annoying. 

Some people, says The Chatham 
Planet have an unfortunate miscon- 
ception of what the court: exists for. 
Law should only be resorted to when 
all other efforts for settlement fail. 
It should be a last resort. The real 
lawyer is one who is found prevent- 
ing trouble rather than creating it. 
If this rule was carried out, there 
might be smaller dockets but there 
would be less trouble and more con- 
tentment.

Certainly 
among the growing generation there 
is a growing unrest, a yearning for 
culture a vague idea that there is a 
world somewhere beyond Portugal, 
but the lives of many are often just 
as hedged in as their own back gar- 
dens. 


Tn fact to many their house and 
fomily, thelr kinlar or orange grove 
represent their whole world — the 
only world they know. It is no un- 
usual thing to find a Portugese wo- 
man who has been willingly incar- 
cerated for several years, One lady

port of Mr. Alex, Horne, chairman of 
the Board of Health, which was pro- 
sented at a recent meeting * 

To the Mayor and council of the 
Down of Lindsny; 

Gentlemen—In accordance with the 
Medical Health Act I have tho hon- 
or to submit the annual report, of 
the Board of Health for the year 
1909. 

Infectious diseases: 

There haye been about forty cases 
of scarlet fever of a mild type, al- 
though two cases proved fatal. Two 
of the patients were strangers in 
town, so the Board were obliged to 
remove them to the isolation hospi- 
tal, where they were cared for un- 
til they recovered. There were seven 
cases of diphtheria of a malignant 
type. Three of the families afilicted 
could il afford the expense and loss 
attending the isolation enforced, and 
the board supplied antitoxin, which 
was no doubt the means of saving 
the lives of several patients, This 
dread disease claimed two victims. 


There has only been one case of 
smallpox, This came from London, 
Ont. The patient was immediately 


the {solation hospital, 
who had been exposed 
ey- 


removed to 
and those 
were placed in quarantine and 
ery precaution was taken to prevent 
the spread of contagion. We are 
pleased to be able to state the dis- 
case was stamped out. In this re- 
spect we might add that the Medical 
Health Officer is a careful guardian 
of the public health, When he sus- 
pects a case to be a contagious one 
he invariably treats it as such’ un- 
til it has advanced to that stage 
when it may be diagnosed. The ac- 
tion of the board in dealing with 
mild cases with the same care as the 
more pronounced cases has been cri- 
ticized in the past, certain citizens 
object to the expense as being un- 
necessary. Tho Board of Health 
haye been careful to follow the ad- 
vice of the Medical Health OMicer, 
and of the Medical Health Act, pre- 
ferring rather to err on the side of 
too great precaution than take any 
risk in so vital a matter as the 
public health, ‘The board recently 
had? a small frame cabin erected, 
which can be easily removed from 
one place to another. Its usefulness 
has already been demonstrated.

that better men will be appointed in 
their places. Temperance Reform is 
inovitable, in spite of the bitter op- 
position of the liquor interests and 
their friends, because thero is oyer- 
whelming public sentiment in its fay- 
or and that sentiment gathers force 
every day in almost geometrical pro- 
gression, So near is the harvest for 
which the temperance workers have 
ploughed and sown, that liquor sel- 
ling is no longer considered q respec- 
table, occupation. ‘Time was when 
the wine merchant was a gentleman's 
‘family adviser,’’ taking bis place in 
among the professions with the cler- 
gyman, doctor and lawyer; and when 
the boniface, or inn-keeper, was the 
friend of the village, as well as the

passing traveller. But those were 
times when becrs and light wines 
were considered not only a tonic, 


but a food, and before the vice of 
hard drinking among the people was 
rampant. 

If it had not been for the institu- 
tion of the gin palace, the total ab- 
stinence crusade would have had 
slower chances of success; but the 
evils wrought by these low-swilling 
places were so awful that many gaye 
up the ‘‘pleasant vice’’ of occasional 
drinking to combat them by example 
The profession of drink seller grew 
more and more in disrepute, until 
to-day the drink-seller Himself gener- 
ally apologizes for his trade, and 
many are determined to quit it at the 
earliest opportunity. Apart, however, 
from the moral side of it, the drink 
habit received its most mortal wound 
when it was demonstrated, as now 
acknowledged, that alcoholic habitu- 
ally used in any quantity ‘s an in- 
jury to the Human body. Most of 
the saloons, whose hours it is inten- 
ded to shorten, are, like the London 
gin palaces—“boozing kens,’’ entirely 
where all that is vicious, weak and 
degenerate is attracted, especially 
during the hours the Carter by-law 
which bas passed its second reading 
so splendidly, seeks to close them 
up. Those aldermen who refuse to 
support this wholesome, imperative 
reform, will have to depend on the 
tayern yote for any further public 
career, and will be labelled accord- 
ingly. At the meeting of the temper- 
ance, people in the monument Nation- 
al, where Archbishop Bruches! spoke 
so forcefully for the by-law, we not- 
ice that Mr. Henri Bourassa blamed 
the newspapers for publishing inyit- 


ing newspaper advertisements, and 
went on to delare that there would 
soon be a paper in Montreal that 


would refuse that kind of suppdrt. 
Everyone must haye been struck with 
the incongruity in our newspapers of 
seeing editorial appeals for temper- 
ance alongside the flaming whisky ad- 
vertisements.

TRIUMPH OF THE VETO 


*Montreal Witness.) 
Two cities, Brantford and  Peter- 
boro, about thirty-four towns, 


forty villages and eighty-five town- 
ships, in Ontario will vote under 
the provisions of local option on 
Monday, January 3. This is fo for 
larger number than ab any previous 
election, and goes to prove that the 
good people of Ontario are growing 
in courage and hopefulness, and 
that the many obstacles which 
haye been thrown in the way of 
provincial probibition have only 
served to rouse the sturdy ‘bulldog’

torically famous. Complaints 
frequently made regarding the oper- 
of the ‘three-fifths clauso’ 


which annually keops many munici- 
palities in the license column in the 
face of a substantial majority for 
‘no license. It is certainly a pecu- 
liar arrangemont where majority rule 
has been the established custom for 
generations, As yet however, the 
government—which may be supposed 
to represent the average mind of the 
province—has remained irresponsive 
to all demands that the provislon 
should be repealed. The government 
presumably wants an unquestionable 
backing when it comes to the en- 
forcement of the law. Tho arrange- 
ment has, however, this adyantage, 
that when the bar is finally banished 
from the province—as banished it 
will be, sooner or later—tne victory 
will be much more complete than if 
it had been gained by a simple ma- 
jority vote. Barring tho ‘three-fifths 
requirement, the Ontario Local Op- 
tion law is about os satisfactory to 
temperance people as such a partial 
measure as a local option law can 
be. 

Liquor advocates have frequently 
sought to cool the zeal,of voters by 
Dunkin Act and the old Scott act 
Saying that it was simply ‘ the old 
served up again,’ The fact that these 
excellent laws did not persist was 
notoriously due to their non-enforce- 
ment, The present local option law 
has the advantage that enforcement 
lies with the same government—the 
provinclal—which has provided tho 
legislation, It has certain other 
points of superiority. Tho ‘Pioneer,’ 
for instance recently pointed out that 
‘The Dunkin Act practically permitt- 
ed the unlimited sale of liquor in 


ation 


five gallon quantities. The present 
locali option law prohibits all li- 
quor selling in municipalities in 


which it is in force, The penalty for 
selling under the Dunkin Act was a 
fine of not less than twenty-five dol- 
lars, nor more than fifty dollars. 
Under local option the smallest pen- 
alty is a fine of a hundred dollars, 
and for a second offence, the penalty 
is imprisonment for three months at 
hard labor. The Scott Act penalties 
were also much lighter than the Lo- 
cal Option penalties. The greatest 
difference between the present law 
and all previous laws lies in tho 
better machinery for enforcement. 
Officers are provided. Certain facts 
are considered conclusive evidence of 
law violation, Petty technicalities 
that used to be successful are not 
allowed to prevent the punishment 
of law-breakers. Bnforcing machinery 
is in every way the best that has 
been devised. A very important 
clause in the act is one which de- 
clares that ‘Byery person whether 
licensed or unlicensed, who, by him- 
(elf, bis servant, or agent, can- 
vasses for, or receives or solicits or- 
ders for liquor within any inunicl- 


section 141 of this act isin force, 
shall be guilty of an offence against 
this act, and shall incur the penalties 
provided for the sale of liquor with- 
out the license therefor by law pro- 
vided.’ This places the licensed li- 
quor seller, who sometimes used to 
creep into dry territory to eanyass 
for orders, precisely in the same ca- 
tegory as the most lawless propriet- 
or of a ‘blind pig.’ 

Almost better than the inherent 
qualities of the legislation itself is 
the businesslike and overhanded way 
in which the government have cn- 
forced it. Offenders have usually been 
brought to book sharply, and when 
the veto has been in operation it has 
usually been so in fact as well os in 
name, An interesting testimony to 
the effect of local option in Orillia 
was recently given by Alderman J, 
©, Miller. He said that the veto was 
enforced as well as any other law, 
and a great deal better than many 
of them, Hotel accommodation both 
for farmers and the general public 
was better now than ever before. It 
had been said that ‘assessment on 
hotels would go down under the veto 
and taxes would go up. Instead of 
this, under Mcense, hotel property 
had been assessed for $52,000 and to- 
day the same properties were nsseas- 
ed for $61,695. Tazes were slightly 
higher this year but since carrying 
local option the town had voted on 
and carried bylaws for $65,000 for 
ora, $45,000 for! extension of the 
electric system, $80,000 for new 
schools, §15,000 for new pavements, 
$10,000 Lo extend the water works, 
$3,000 for general improvements, be- 
sides loaning $50,000 to the Tudhope 
Carriage Company, Under local op- 
tion the pedple were confident that 
they conld undertake undy pdy for

LIQUOR TRAFFIC SCENTS DEFEAT 


(The Globe.) 
Nothing but fear of defeat, explains 
the campaign of tho executive of the 


organized liquor traffic in menicipal-

The Cause of 


Aurora: Borealis 


Boston, Dec. 29.—Neon, a newt 
discovered gas, is the cause of the 
aurora borealis, according to a state- 
ment made yesterday by Dr. W. L. 
Dudley of Vanderbilt University, 
Nashyille, Tenn., before the division 
of physical and inorganic chemists, at 
yesterday’s session of the American 
Association for the advancement of 
Goience. 

Dr. Dudley showed what he said 
was the only sample of neon in this 
country. It requires over 100 tons of 
air to get a pint of it, Dr. Dudley 
has discovered that friction of neon 
against mercury in a Crooks’ tube pro- 
duces a yellow light, and when held 
near a wireless coil Hertzian waves il 
luminate the gas. 

Dr. Dudley's conclusions are that at 
the magnetic poles of the earth, neon, 
under high pressure because of ths 
cold, is acted upon by magnetic cur- 
rents, thus producing the aurora bor- 
eslic, a phenomenon that has always 
puzzled scientists.

Hilm| Pasha Resigns From the 
Premiership of Turkey. 


ENTIRE CABINET FOLLOWS 


Committee of Union and Progress 
Finds That Charges Against Kiamil 
Pasha Are Unjust and Would 
Have Him Back Again—Tewfik 
Pasha Is Also Named For the 
Yob—Young Turks Dominate 


Constantinople, Dee, 28,—The whole 
Turkislul Cabinet resigned last evening, 
ollowing the rea{gnition of Hilmi 
Pasha, the grand vizier, who withdrew 
from the Ministry earlier in the day. 

Tt is reported that serious conflicts 
have occurred at Bagdad, but this is 
not confirmed officially. 

It is believed that the committee of 
union and progress has decided upon 
a change in the Ministry, because 
they have arrived at the conclusion 
that the accnueations against the for- 


Mer grand vizier, Kiamil Pasha, 
which caused his resignation, were unt 
Just. It is understood that the com. 


mittee favors the appointment of Tew. 
fik Pasha, the present ambassador at 
London, as grand vizier, but it is not 
unlikely that Kinmil Pasha will re- 
turn to power, 

Hilmi Pasha was appointed grand 
vizier by the Sultan, on the resigna- 
tion of Kiamil Pasha on Feb, 1 1909, 
and the new Oabinet was constituted 
May 5. Soon after its formation the 
Chamber of Deputies and the Senate 
with seareely o dissenting yoice vot- 
ed confidence in the Ministry, after 
the Government's policy was explitin- 
ed. This policy included the enfore- 
ing of economies to meet the financial 
deficit and the eradication of the 
causes which led to the Adana out 
break. 

The committee of union and press, 
which was the moving spirit in the 
overthrow of Sultan Abdul Hamid, has 
sinee the chanco in sdministration 
occurred, retained a firm grip on the 
Governmental machinery, and there 
have been rumors since the early part 
of September that the Cabinet would 
resign or be forced! out of office.

Climate Has Not Changed 
Within Historic Times, 

During the last few years the suppo- 
sition that the earth is growing colder 
hos received o setback from the eon- 
sideration of the consequences which 
result from the discovery of radium in 
the earth's rocks. If radium exists 
throughout the Interior of the globe in 
the same guantiiiey in which tt op- 
pears In the surface rocks, then such 
is the yolume of heat whieh it would 
render up that the earth ought to be 
growing hotter instend of colder. If, 
furthermore, tho earth were silghtly 
increasing in temperature, the amount 
of rainfall precipitated from tle at 
mosphere would become greater rather 
than Jess, and as\ at the same time 
the amount of water shut up in the 
earth's rocks syould also be forced ont 
{n greater quantities by increasing heat 
it would not be possible to suppose 
thot the earth's surface was becoming 
drier.

Rebels Offered 
Farly Election 


washington, D.O., pre. 2.—Gen. 
Rstrada, the revolutionary leader in 
Nicaragua, will not uccept the extra- 
ordinary terms proposed by the new 
President Madriz as a basis of peace. 

‘A telegram from Bluefields Monday 
night states that.on the 22nd inst. 
Madriz proposed, in a telegram to Ws- 
trada, suspension of hostilities, 
pending the arrival of a committee 
which he was sending to Estrada, to 
discuss an amicable and equitable set- 
tlament of the present strife. Madriz 
begged the revolutionary leader not to 
obstruct his efforts for peace. 

Estrada in his reply expressed his 
willingness to meet the Madriz com- 
missioners, but said that the revolu- 
tionary party would not recognize the 
action of the Legislative Assembly in 
placing power in the hands of Mad- 
riz, and stated that he saw in Madriz 
the usurper of the rights of the Ni 
caraguan people, 

The terms upon which Madriz is 
willing to make peoce, it is believed, 
are shown in a letter which purports 
to have been signed by him and ad- 
dressed to a friend. In it he expres: 
ed his desire for peace withont further 
bloodshed, and stated that whatever 
might happen compatible with his dig- 
nity and with the public im , he 
was willing to accept, The revolu- 
tionists should recognize his Govern- 
ment, and that after such recognition 
both armies should be disbanded, all 
arms and ammunition being turned 
over to him, 

He would recognize the debts and 
contracts of the revolutionists anil 
within six months he would look for 
the holding of an clection, guaranteo- 
ing free voting. We adds that he 
would turn over such power as he had 
impartially to the person elected 
President and that he uuld’ accept 
any other proper conditions.
